**go-much-wished-for son’’ ‘ey little 
indeed to say. In the three thick yol- 
umes of letters written by her between 
1837 and 1861, only three times in all is 

. the future Duke of Connaught referred 
to. 

‘‘On this day,’’ writes her Majesty, 
to the inevitable Uncle Leopold, ‘‘the 
fifth birthday of our darling little Ar- 
thur—the anniversary of the opening of 
the Great BExhibition—the once great 
day at Paris, viz., the poor King’s 
name-day—and also the birthday of the 
dear old Duke I write,’’ etc. 

And a year later, to her ‘‘dearest 
unele’’ once more, the Queen, who glor- 
ied in anniversaries, writes: 

‘‘Last Thursday was our darling Ar- 
#hur’s birthday, which he enjoyed 
Auly.’’ 

While on the third and last occasion, 
referring to the death of the Duchess of 
Kent, her Majesty forecasts—ol course, 
unconsciously—a proceeding—viz,, at- 
tendance at Royal funerals—that has 
Joomed perhaps largest amongst the 
duties the Duke has been called upon to | 
perform 80 often since: 

‘*We went to see the body, and poor 
little Arthur went, too.’’ :

Round 
his neck was fastened a necklace of 
bear’s claws; and, though he wore Eu- 
ropean. trousers, there were moccasins 
on his feet, and a large blue blanket 
hung around his legs in tight but not 
ungraceiul folds, His braves, their 
fuces weirdly painted, long, wareng 
feathers sticking out of their hair, sto 

behind him; and behind them again the 
squaws and little brown babies pressed 
for a glimpse of the youthful Prince, 
who declared himself highly’ delighted 
with the pieturesqueness of the proceed- 
ings. Since then the Duke has several 
times réturned to the Dominion, each 
visit entancing not only his own, but 
his family’s -popularity; while his son, 
Prince Arthur—the only adult Prince of 
the Blood in England--won on his own 
account golden opinions in Canada when 
he touréd the country four years ago. 


In 1879 the Duke of Connaught 
married Louise, only daughter of that 
brilliant soldier Prince Frederick 
Charles of Prussia, who during the cam- 
paign of 1870-71 was known as the Red 
Prince. Less than three years later the 
Duke joined the Egyptian Expedition- 
ary Force, and was present at the battle 
of Mahuta, while, after the engagement 
at. Tel-el-Kebir, Sir Garnet Wolseley 
telegraphed to the Queen at Balmoral 
that the Duke ‘‘had behaved admir 
ably, leading his brigade to the at 
tack. For his prowess in the Bast his 
Royal Highness received several Orders, 
and the thanks of both Houses of Par- 
liament, and was later made Command 
er-in-Chief of the troops in Bombay, 
where his close study of Indian Army 
administration has sinee borne fruit in 
more than one speech in the House of 
Lords, where he spoke as ar expert, 


The Duke next went to Portsmouth, 
ind then to. Aldershot, in the second 
year of which command oceurred that 
great military unrest in the country 
which culminated in the enforced retire 
ment of his uncle, the Duke of Cam 
bridge, from his position as Commander 
in-Chief,, His nephew’s letter of condol 
ence throws a rather interesting side 
light on the affair:

THE TRACKLESS TROLLEY AGAIN 
Mf bine tratkless trolley, or electric bos with overhead wire, 
is slowly but. surely making a place for itself in certain 
sight in the United States, Mr, Norbert Lallie, after noting, 
in Cosmos (Paris), that ‘‘ electric ‘traction takes all forms 
and lends itself. to all exigencies,’’? goes on to tell of the at- 
tempts to use the electric current from‘ an. aerial conductor 
without employing any rails béneath, It seems that this 
system waa first proposed in 1882 by the firm of Siemens & 
alske, An omnibus was drawn by an electric motor taking 
its current from a tiny eight-wheeled car running along the 
aerial cable: A flexible cord ynited tho trolley to the vehicle, 
Thése expetiments were not followed up, however, the build- 
ets being then much occupied with the establishment of or- 
dinaty trolley roads. In France, a similar system of electric 
traction ‘was carried out, with some improvements in detail, 
The contact took place by means of a small ear rolling on 
two aerial eables and provided with an electric motor syn: 
“tT shronized with that of the omnibus, so that the little car ran 
ahead of the big one without exerting any pull on the con- 
necting cable. Arrangements were so miade that two trolleys 
could cross and when two omnibuses met they could change 

trolleys. But— 

“*TIn practise these ingenious combinations hardly fulfilled 
their promises. The trolley often fell from the cable, for 
‘which it was too heavy, ‘The running expenses were high. 
fly Nevertheless tf was shown that electric traction by 
trolley for road vehicles was possible, if the details could be 
perfected. This was effected by Schiemann, and now. the 
trackless trolley is in operation for passengers and freight in 
Germany, France, and Holland.’’ 

In these latest practical forms, Mr. Lallie tells us, the 
trolley-pole and wheel, as used on the ordinary car, are sub- 
stituted for another device, and the pole is longer and more 
flexible, so that considerable deviation from a direct line will 
not cause the wheel to slip from tue cable. ‘To quote further: 

‘«Railléss electric traction may be considered as inter- 
mediate between motor traction by gasoline and trolley trae- 
‘tion by rail, It is relatively as easy to establish as the motor 
bus... >. Great economy is realized by doing away 
with the track and its upkeep, The consumption of current 
is proportionately greater than with the tramway, but this 
is compensated by the smaller“weight of the vehicles ‘

The ‘‘Canvas-Cadvered Canoc’’ is also 
becoming popular, espeeially for pros 
pecting and exploration work.

They have ribs of wide cedar.and are 
planked with thin cedar strips, They 
are oiled and the canvas ¢arefully 
stretehed over the canoe sq as to fit like 
a glove. The canvas is then filled with 
a special preparation to make the can- 
vas water-tight. In finishing up the 
eanoe two methods are used, The first 
grade has outside maple gunwales and 


Alberta takes its name from Her

The old provisional district of Alberta 
was created in 1882, during the Marquis 
of Lorne’s administration as Governor- 
General of Canada. During his term of 
office, Their Excellencies visited the 
Northwest, and were entertained by 
Lieutenant-Governor Laid, at Battle- 
ford, which was then the territorial seat 
of the government. 


CANOES AND CANOE BUILDING 


T the early history of Canada the 
canoe played so conspicuous a part 
that it may truthfully be said to 
have been one of the makers of the 
country. By means of canoes, war par- 
ties invaded the'territory of the enemy; 
the canoe carried the hardy and adven- 
turous Voyageur to the remote parts. of 
the wilderness and the discoverer to the 
far North and distant West. The posi- 
tion held todey in the commerce and 
travel of the country by the passenger 
express and the through freight train, 
was, in early times, filled by the bark 
canoe of the Indians. 

The waterways in a state of nature 
were once the only highways of the 
country, Like great highways they 
wound through dark and almost impene-
